Also, 
in response to the applicant's argument that Tzirkel-Hancock (U.S. Patent: 5,960,395) fails to teach a signal portion including noise 
(Amendment, pages 2-3), the examiner points out that Tzirkel-Hancock teaches a word portion that contains speech and noise (Col. 12, 
Lines 37-46; and Col. 16, Line 36-60). Firstly, it is of note that the currently claimed invention only derives a distance measure by 
actively utilizing only a signal portion of a portion that includes a signal attribute and noise. The Tzirkel-Hancock reference anticipates 
the currently claimed invention because it also teaches a distance measure utilizing only a signal portion of a word portion that contains 
speech and background noise. Secondly, Tzirkel makes no mention that the speech portion is clean speech or noise-free speech. In 
fact, it would be inherent that background noise would not just cease to exist at the onset of a speech portion of a word, and thus, even 
the word portion would inherently have some background noise portion. Lastly, in response to applicant's argument that the references 
fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., noise measurements 
actively involved in a distance measurement) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 
(Fed. Cir. 1993). Thus, as broadly claimed, Tzirkel-Hancock anticipates the currently claimed invention. The examiner further notes that 
a claim amendment further clarifying how a distance measure is determined may overcome the prior art of record.
